“  2-4.  ‘  Food  products  ’  includes  cereals  and 
cereal  products,  milk  and  milk  products,  meat  and 
meat  products,  fish  and  fish  products,  eggs  and  egg 
products,  spices  and  salt,  sugar  and  sugar  products 
other  than  candy  and  confections,  coffee  and  coffee 
substitutes,  tea,  cocoa  and  cocoa  products  other 
than  candy  and  confections,  but  does  not  include 
spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors,  soft  drinks, 
sodas,  or  beverages  such  as  are  ordinarily  dispensed 
at  bars  and  soda-fountains  or  in  connection  there¬ 


with,  medicines,  tonics,  and  preparations  in  liquid, 
powdered,  granular,  tablet,  capsule,  lozenge,  and 
pill  form  sold  as  dietary  supplements  or  adjuncts. 

“  '  Soft  drinks  ’  means  non-alcoholic  beverages 
consisting  of  flavouring  and  (or)  sweetening  and 
carbonated  water,  and  shall  include  soda,  spar¬ 
kling,  and  mineral  waters,  whether  sold  in  bottles 
or  by  the  glass,  and  whether  they  are  manufactured 
or  prepared  at  soda-fountains. 

“  Drinks  prepared  with  fruit-juice,  such  as 
orangeade,  lemonade,  etc.,  are  soft  drinks  and  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  tax. 

“  Where  soft  drinks,  sodas,  or  other  non-alco¬ 
holic  beverages  are  served  as  a  composite  part  of 
a  prepared  meal,  they  shall  be  considered  as  part 
thereof.  Spirituous,  malt,  vinous  liquors  or  other 
alcoholic  beverages  shall  not  be  considered  as  a 
composite  part  of  a  prepared  meal.”

“8.133  Statement  on  Shipping  Documents  of 

Person  Entitled  to  C.O.D.  Funds 

Every  motor  carrier  accepting  a  C.O.D.  shipment 
shall  clearly  indicate,  on  the  shipping  documents 
accompanying  it,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
shipper  or  other  person  designated  as  payee  to 
whom  the  delivering  carrier  shall  remit  C.O.D. 
funds  collected  upon  delivery  of  such  shipment. 
Where  the  shipment  is  transported  jointly  by  more 
than  one  carrier,  the  originating  carrier  may,  unless 
otherwise  instructed  by  the  shipper,  direct  that  the 
C.O.D.  funds  be  remitted  by  the  delivering  carrier 
to  himself  for  remittance  to  the  shipper.

“8.134  Segregation  of  C.O.D.  Funds 

“  Every  motor  carrier  receiving  any  C.O.D. 
funds  shall  segregate  them  from  other  funds  and, 
except  as  herein  provided,  shall  deposit  them  in  a 
separate  trust  fund  in  a  bank  from  which  with¬ 
drawal  shall  be  made  only  for  remittance  to  the 
shipper  or  other  person  designated  as  payee,  or  to 
the  originating  carrier  for  remittance  by  him, 
when  this  alternative  is  permissible  under  para¬ 
graph  8.133.  The  foregoing  provisions  as  to  bank 
deposits  and  withdrawals  shall  not  apply  to  a 
motor  carrier  in  respect  of  C.O.D.  funds  in  his 
hands  which  are  not  negotiable  by  him,  and  shall 
not  apply  in  any  case  where  remittance  of  the 
C.O.D.  funds  is  made  direct  to  the  shipper  on  the 
day  of  delivery  of  the  shipment  or  on  the  following 
business  day.  The  provisions  of  this  paragraph 
shall  not  restrict  the  right  of  a  motor  carrier  to 
deduct  his  lawful  charges  against  a  shipper  from 
C.O.D.  remittances  due  to  that  shipper. 
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“8.135  Non-delivery  of  C.O.D.  Shipment 

“  In  the  event  of  non-delivery  of  a  C.O.D.  ship¬ 
ment  within  ten  days  of  arrival  at  destination,  the 
originating  carrier  shall,  without  delay,  notify  the 
shipper  in  writing,  giving  reasons  for  the  non¬ 
delivery,  and  obtain  disposal  instructions  in  writing. 
In  case  of  non-delivery  within  ten  days  of  a  C.O.D. 
shipment  transported  jointly  by  more  than  one 
carrier,  the  carrier  at  destination  shall,  without 
delay,  notify  the  originating  carrier  in  writing,  with 
reasons  for  non-delivery,  so  as  to  enable  the 
originating  carrier  to  notify  the  shipper  and  obtain 
his  instructions  as  required  by  these  regulations. 

“8.136  Record  of  C.O.D.  Shipments 

“  Every  motor  carrier  transporting  any  C.O.D. 
shipments  shall  maintain  a  separate  record  of  such 
shipments  and  of  the  collections  and  remittances 
related  thereto,  and  shall  produce  such  record  for 
inspection  whenever  required  to  do  so  by  an 
Inspector  of  Motor  Carriers  or  other  officer  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission.”

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  Relating  to 
Private  Bills 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  applica¬ 
tion  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating  suffi¬ 
ciently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed  by 
or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in  one 
leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating  in  all 
parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in  such  news¬ 
paper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of  each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a  nature 
that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or  more  elec¬ 
toral  districts,  the  notice  shall  furthermore  be 
published  once  a  week  if  possible  in  some  news¬ 
paper  in  every  electoral  district  affected,  or  if 
there  be  no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in 
a  newspaper  published  in  the  electoral  district 
nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  promoters  of  any 
Private  Bill  which  is  presented  after  the  time  here¬ 
inbefore  limited,  or  for  which  the  petition  has 
been  received  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited, 
shall  in  either  case  pay  double  the  fees  required 
in  respect  of  such  Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.

corner  of  Sub-lot  9,  Lot  1236;  thence  east  to  the 
south-east  corner  of  Sub-lot  19,  Lot  1236;  thence 
northerly  following  the  easterly  boundaries  of  Sub¬ 
lot  19,  Sub-lot  21,  and  Sub-lot  28  of  Lot  1236  to 
the  north-east  corner  of  Sub-lot  28,  Lot  1236; 
thence  west  to  M.M.  12  at  the  east  corner  of  Sub¬ 
lot  29,  Lot  1236;  thence  north-easterly  along  the 
northerly  boundary  of  Great  Northern  Railroad 
right-of-way  to  the  most  southerly  south-west 
corner  of  Sub-lot  38,  Lot  1237;  thence  north  to 
the  north-east  corner  of  Sub-lot  37,  Lot  1237; 
thence  following  the  northerly  boundary  of  Sub-lot 
37,  Lot  1237,  to  the  most  westerly  north-west 
corner  of  this  said  sub-lot;  thence  north  along  the 
east  boundary  of  Sub-lot  5,  Lot  1237,  and  the  east 
boundary  of  Sub-lot  8,  Lot  1238,  to  the  south 
boundary  of  Lot  1239;  thence  east  along  the  north 
boundary  of  Lot  1238  to  the  south-west  corner  of 
Sub-lot  19,  Lot  1239;  thence  north  to  the  most 
westerly  north-west  corner  of  Sub-lot  19,  Lot  1239; 
thence  east  to  the  most  westerly  south-west  corner 
of  Sub-lot  10,  Lot  1239;  thence  following  the 
boundary  of  Sub-lot  10,  Lot  1239,  northerly  and 
easterly  to  the  most  easterly  north-east  corner  of 
the  said  Sub-lot  10;  thence  south  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lot  1239;  thence  east  along  the  north 
boundary  of  Lot  1242  to  the  point  of  commence¬ 
ment. 

Industrial  Zone  6. — Commencing  at  a  point  on 
the  west  bank  of  the  Kootenay  River,  which  said 
point  is  the  south-east  corner  of  Parcel  No.  3  (D.D. 
22092);  thence  westerly  along  the  southerly  bound¬ 
ary  of  said  Parcel  No.  3  (DD.  22092)  to  the  east¬ 
erly  boundary  of  the  right-of-way  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  as  shown  on  Plan  63 8d; 
thence  northerly  and  easterly  along  the  southerly 
and  westerly  boundary  of  the  said  right-of-way 
of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway  Company  to  the 
easterly  boundary  of  Lot  2  of  Lot  8433,  Plan  1224; 
thence  southerly  along  the  said  boundary  of  Lot  2 
to  the  northerly  bank  of  the  Kootenay  River; 
thence  south-westerly  across  the  said  Kootenay 
River  to  the  north-east  corner  of  Lot  6301;  thence 
southerly  along  the  east  boundary  of  Lot  6301  a 
distance  of  84.1  feet;  thence  westerly  along  the 
southerly  boundary  of  Explanatory  Plan  3 1 300i  to 
a  line  drawn  parallel  to  and  20  chains  westerly 
from  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  said  Lot  6301; 
thence  southerly  along  the  said  line  to  the  south 
boundary  of  Lot  6301;  thence  westerly  along  the 
said  south  boundary  of  Lot  6301  one  thousand 
eighty-three  and  two-tenths  feet  (1083.2)  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  that  part  of  Lot  9285  shown 
in  red  on  Explanatory  Plan  3 1 087i;  thence  along 
the  easterly  boundary  of  the  said  part  to  its  inter¬ 
section  with  the  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  9285; 
thence  westerly  along  the  said  southerly  boundary 
to  the  east  bank  of  the  Kootenay  River;  thence 
southerly  and  westerly  along  the  said  bank  to  the 
north-east  corner  of  Lot  4024;  thence  southerly 
along  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  said  Lot  4024 
to  the  south-east  corner  thereof;  thence  westerly 
along  the  said  southerly  boundary  of  Lot  4024  to 
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the  west  boundary  of  Lot  2114;  thence  southerly 
along  the  east  boundary  of  Lot  2114  to  the  south¬ 
erly  boundary  thereof;  thence  westerly  along  the 
said  southerly  boundary  to  the  easterly  boundary 
of  Lot  396;  thence  southerly  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  Lot  396;  thence  westerly  along  the  said 
southerly  boundary  of  Lot  396  to  the  Kootenay 
River;  thence  westerly  across  the  Kootenay  River 
to  the  point  of  commencement. 

5.  There  shall  be  seven  Trustees  of  the  said 
improvement  district,  two  of  whom  shall  be  elected 
from  Industrial  Zone  6,  and  one  from  each  of  the 
remaining  zones,  and  the  term  of  each  Trustee 
shall  extend  from  the  date  of  his  election  until  the 
date  of  the  annual  general  meeting  in  the  second 
year  which  follows. 

6.  The  persons  qualified  to  vote  at  the  first  elec¬ 
tion  of  Trustees  shall  be  Canadian  citizens  who 
are  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  older  and  are  en¬ 
titled  to  be  registered  as  voters  under  the  “  Pro¬ 
vincial  Elections  Act  ”  and  are  owners  of  land 
situate  in  the  zone  in  which  they  wish  to  vote  or 
the  authorized  agent  of  any  board  or  corporation 
that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or  the  legal  repre¬ 
sentative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who  has  died, 
become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  the  persons  quali¬ 
fied  to  be  candidates  at  the  first  election  of  Trustees 
in  each  zone  shall  be  the  persons  qualified  to  vote 
as  aforesaid. 

7.  Mrs.  Marion  Elizabeth  Drew,  224  Morgan 
Street,  Nelson,  B.C.,  shall  be  Returning  Officer  for 
the  first  election  of  Trustees.  She  shall  call  a 
general  meeting  in  each  zone  of  the  persons  who 
are  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  and  shall,  at  least 
seven  days  before  the  date  of  the  said  meeting, 
post  at  six  conspicuous  places  within  each  zone 
and  publish  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the  said 
zone  a  notice  signed  by  her  giving  the  date,  time, 
and  place  of  holding  the  said  meeting.  The  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  be  chairman  of  the  said  meeting, 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  clause  6  she  shall 
have  power  to  determine  whether  or  not  any  per¬ 
son  who  desires  to  vote  is  qualified  to  do  so.  She 
shall  have  power  to  determine  the  procedure  to  be 
followed  at  the  said  meeting  and  the  method  of 
taking  the  votes.  Each  qualified  voter  shall  be 
entitled  to  cast  one  vote  for  one  candidate,  except 
in  Industrial  Zone  6  where  the  voter  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  cast  one  vote  for  each  of  two  candidates. 
The  Returning  Officer  shall  declare  the  results  of 
the  elections  and  shall  notify  the  Comptroller  of 
Water  Rights  of  the  said  results. 

8.  The  candidate  in  each  zone  receiving  the 
largest  number  of  votes  at  the  general  meeting 
called  pursuant  to  clause  7  hereof  shall  hold  office 
until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1957,  and,  in 
addition,  the  candidate  receiving  the  second  largest 
number  of  votes  in  Industrial  Zone  6  shall  serve  as 
Trustee  until  the  annual  general  meeting  of  1957, 
but  should  two  or  more  candidates  in  a  zone 
receive  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  Return¬ 
ing  Officer  shall  have  power  to  and  shall  declare 
which  candidates  are  elected. 

9.  All  subsequent  elections  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  the  annual  general  meetings  of  the  improve¬ 
ment  district,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Trustees  to  call  a  general  meeting  in  each  zone  to 
be  held  between  January  1st  and  May  1st  in  each 
year  for  the  following  purposes: — 

(a)  To  receive  from  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  of 
the  zone  a  report  on  the  undertakings  of 
the  said  improvement  district  for  the  pre¬ 
ceding  fiscal  year  and  a  statement  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  said  improvement 
district  prepared  by  the  auditor: 

(/>)  To  discuss  with  the  Trustee  or  Trustees  of 
the  zone  any  matter  relating  to  the  under¬ 
takings  or  finances  of  the  said  improvement 
district: 

(c)  To  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  succeed 
those  whose  terms  of  office  expire  coinci¬ 
dent  with  the  holding  of  such  annual  general 
meeting,  and  to  elect  a  Trustee  or  Trustees 
to  fill  any  other  vacancy  or  vacancies  that 
has  or  have  occurred  or  is  or  are  about  to 
occur  among  the  Trustees. 

A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  by  the 
Trustees  in  any  zone  at  any  time  for  the  purpose  of 


electing  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  to  fill  any  vacancy 
or  vacancies  among  the  Trustees,  or  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  discussing  with  the  owners  any  matter  or 
matters  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees  should 
be  brought  up  at  a  general  meeting. 

At  least  seven  days’  notice  of  every  rpeeting  in 
any  zone  shall  be  given  by  the  Trustees  by  a  notice 
posted  in  six  conspicuous  places  in  the  zone  and 
published  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in  the  said 
zone. 

The  Secretary  of  each  zone  shall  enter  in  a  book 
provided  by  the  Trustees  for  this  purpose  minutes 
of  all  matters  brought  before  the  meeting  and  the 
action  taken  thereon.  At  any  general  meeting  in 
a  zone  every  person  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  who 
is  a  Canadian  citizen  and  is  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  older  and  is  the  owner  of  land  situate  in 
the  said  zone,  or  the  authorized  agent  of  any  board 
or  corporation  that  is  an  owner  of  such  land,  or 
legal  representative  of  any  owner  of  such  land  who 
has  died,  become  insolvent,  or  insane,  and  is 
qualified  to  be  registered  as  a  voter  under  the  “Pro¬ 
vincial  Elections  Act.”  Every  person  qualified  as 
aforesaid  to  vote  shall  be  qualified  to  be  a  candi¬ 
date  for  Trustee  of  the  improvement  district.  In 
the  event  of  the  right  of  any  person  to  vote  at  any 
general  meeting  being  challenged,  the  chairman 
shall  have  authority  to  determine  whether  or  not 
such  person  is  entitled  to  vote,  and  the  chairman 
may  require  such  person  to  make  and  file  with  him 
a  statutory  declaration  showing  that  the  declarant 
is  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  at  such  general 
meeting.  Forthwith  after  the  holding  of  a  general 
meeting  the  Trustees  shall  file  with  the  Comptroller 
of  Water  Rights  a  true  copy  of  the  minutes  of 
such  meeting  and  copies  of  all  auditor’s  reports 
and  financial  statements  presented  or  discussed  at 
the  meeting. 

10.  The  Trustees  of  the  improvement  district 
shall:— 

(a)  Appoint  annually  as  auditor  of  the  said 
improvement  district  a  member  of  the  In¬ 
stitute  of  Chartered  Accountants  of  British 
Columbia  and  fix  his  remuneration,  which 
shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  of  the  said 
improvement  district: 

( b )  Fix  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to  the 
Trustees  from  the  funds  of  the  said  improve¬ 
ment  district,  such  remuneration  to  be  based 
on  the  actual  expenses  incurred  by  each 
Trustee  in  attending  meetings  and  generally 
performing  his  duties  as  a  Trustee: 

(c)  At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  each 
year,  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  be 
chairman  until  his  term  of  office  as  a 
Trustee  expires,  and  should  the  chairman 
be  absent  from  any  meeting,  the  Trustees 
present  shall  appoint  a  temporary  chairman 
to  preside  at  that  meeting: 

(d)  Cause  to  be  kept  books  containing  particu¬ 
lar  and  accurate  records  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  funds  of  the  said  im¬ 
provement  district. 

11.  Section  64  (2)  of  the  “Water  Act”  shall 
not  apply  to  the  Kootenay  Valley  Hospital  Im¬ 
provement  District. 

12.  All  words  and  phrases  given  special  meaning 
in  section  2  of  the  “  Water  Act  ”  shall,  where  used 
herein,  be  ascribed  the  meaning  given  them  in  the 
said  section,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires.
